KINGSTON drinkers face being 
breathalysed before they are al¬ 
lowed into some town centre pubs 
and clubs in a bid to crack down 
on alcohol-related violence. 

At a scrutiny meeting last year 
Mayor of London Boris Johnson 
said some venues might see the 
scheme as a “burden”, and one 
councillor claimed it “vilified” le¬ 
gal drinkers. 

Three of the borough’s bars - 
the Viper Rooms, Bacchus and 
Kingston University’s student 
union - have decided to contin¬ 
ue breathalysing customers they 
suspect are intoxicated so they 
can stop them entering. Pryzm, 
Kingston’s biggest nightclub, has 
reportedly expressed an interest 
in adopting the breathalysers. 

During a trial rolled out across 


the capital last year the limit for 
testing “positive” was set at about 
double the drink driving limit - or 
two large glasses of wine or three 
pints. 

When asked about the pilot 
scheme at Mayor’s Question Time 
in December Mr Johnson said: “I 
certainly don’t want to be breatha¬ 
lysed every time I walk into a pub. 

“I think it might be something 
that late night entertainment 
business will welcome but some 
of them might think it is a bit of a 
burden, so let’s see.” 

Councillor Phil Doyle, chair¬ 
man of Kingston Council’s licens¬ 
ing committee, said: “We have seen 
lots of people, not just in Kingston, 
coming out of licensed premis¬ 
es so drunk they can’t stand up. 
Sometimes they get violent and 
they are hard to manage. If a town 
centre is dominated by people who 
are staggering around in various 
states of drunkenness, urinating, 
then this puts people off. 


“It is encouraging that these 
premises have voluntarily decided 
to take this on.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Jon Tolley said: “When are you 
too drunk to dance? When are you 
too drunk to hang out with your 
friends? 

“We need to explain what this 
limit is. As a promoter I have defi¬ 
nitely lost money from having 
people turned away [including] 
friends, people who have worked 
for me. I speak as someone who 
doesn’t drink but it seems we are 
vilifying people for doing some¬ 
thing that is not illegal.” 

There are about 1,000 alcohol 
related crimes in Kingston a year, 
far less than the London average, 
according to police data. 

But 46 per cent of violent crimes 
against people in the Kingston 
town neighbourhood were linked 
to the night time economy, figures 
revealed. 

The results of the trial have yet

to be published but police hope 
the extension of the scheme will 
cut down “pre-drinking”, where 
clubbers drink alcohol cheaply at 
home before heading out. 

Inspector Rob Merrett from 
Kingston police said: “The breath¬ 
alyser result is one of a number 
of factors the venues consider 
before deciding whether or not to 
let someone in. These venues are 
taking positive steps to reduce 
crime and disorder, and pro¬ 
mote public health.” 

The student union bars 
are managed by catering 
company Elior. Trade ^ 

manager Tom Bennett V 

said: “The student un¬ 
ion bars have continued 
with the pilot scheme to 
breathalyse customers at 
the request of local police. 

We also find it can be useful 
if we have to refuse patrons 
entry, as the test provides in¬ 
stant results.”

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Suicides on 


Richmond Park and north Kingston MP says his counterpart is ‘lazy’ with talk of targets 


increase in 
the capital 

THE number of people 
taking their own lives in the 
capital is increasing. 

Statistics for 2014, the 
most recent available, show 
some boroughs have seen a 
more than 50 per cent rise in 
suicides in a single year. 

Kingston had the lowest su¬ 
icide rate with just four peo¬ 
ple taking their life in 2014. 

By contrast Croydon sui¬ 
cides went up by 60 per cent 
in one year with 36 people 
having their deaths reg¬ 
istered as suicide - more 
than any other borough in 
London. 

The number of people tak¬ 
ing their own life in London 
went up from 516 in 2013 to 
552 in 2014. 

Far more men than wom¬ 
en killed themselves but the 
number of female suicides is 
on the rise according to the 
Office for National Statistics. 

Female suicides increased 
by six per cent on the year 
before to 128. 

Samaritans CEO Ruth 
Sutherland said: “Suicide is 
a society-wide issue. Samari¬ 
tans is always there for any¬ 
one struggling to cope, what¬ 
ever they’re going through. 

“We would like to see 
more real-time reporting of 
suicide deaths. 

“Such information would 
allow us, and others, to re¬ 
act in a timely manner to 
emerging trends in suicide 
and identify high risk groups 
quickly and respond to these 
trends as they happen to al¬ 
low us to take action earlier, 
and change lives.”

Rivals Goldsmith and Khan clash 
over affordable housing policies

MAYORAL hopeful Zac Goldsmith 
branded Labour rival Sadiq Khan 
“lazy” over his affordable housing 
policy when was he was out on the 
campaign trail in Kingston. 

The Surrey Comet caught up with 
him in Kingston station’s Costa Cof¬ 
fee after he had been talking afforda¬ 
ble housing, transport and terrorism 
with potential voters. 

The first thing he does when he sits 
down is apologise for all the “chaos” 
around him. 

He is accompanied by two advis¬ 
ers. As election campaigns go, it is 
not as chaotic as most. 

Earlier in the day the Richmond 
Park and north Kingston MP had 
been at the Canbury Arms, where he 
had been subjected to a “tough” Q&A 
session. 

He said last Friday: “London has 
boomed over the last eight years, I 
think everyone would agree with 
that. The reason I am standing for 
mayor is to protect the success we 
have seen, and that means dealing 
with housing. 

“More housing to close the gap be¬ 
tween supply and demand.” 

Housing, which has been one of 
the biggest campaign issues for Mr 
Goldsmith and his Labour rival 
Sadiq Khan, was predictably also 
one of the things Kingstonians were 
most worried about. 

Mr Goldsmith has called Tooting 
MP Mr Khan’s 50 per cent affordable 
housing target for new London devel¬ 
opments “a complete fantasy”. 


He said: “I think targets are the 
lazy politician’s way of not having 
to say how they are going to deliver 
policy 

“No London council has consist¬ 
ently delivered 50 per cent affordable 
housing in years.” 

But Mr Khan said: “This election 
is a referendum on housing. For too 
long the Tories have failed to address 
the housing crisis that’s gripping 
our city Too many people are spend¬ 
ing too much on rent and are unable 
to buy their own home. 

“I will deliver more affordable 


homes, ‘first dibs’ on those homes 
for Londoners, and action on rents. 
We need to work with local author¬ 
ities like Kingston. That means not 
allowing 16-storey developments 
with luxury flats but instead making 
sure you get a good deal for local res¬ 
idents.” 

Mr Goldsmith looked uncomforta¬ 
ble at times when criticising his po¬ 
litical rival, and it is this quiet and 
polite manner that has made many 
people question whether he has the 
grit to take on the mayoral role. 

He said: “None of the issues we 


are talking about are controversial, 
any candidate is going to tell you 
that we need those things. 

“The question is who can deliver? 

“I ask people to look at my record 
locally where I have delivered con¬ 
sistently for my constituents. 

“The people who know me best, 
my constituents, have given me a 
resounding green light. And I would 
say that compares very strongly 
with my Labour rival, who has no re¬ 
cord with working with government, 
which is a prerequisite to getting a 
good deal.”

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Wheelchair user left 'humiliated’

NATIONAL disability campaign¬ 
ers have branded as “humiliating” 
and “unacceptable” the actions of 
a Kingston bus driver who drove 
away and left a teenage wheelchair 
user in the freezing cold. 

Melody Powell, 17, was waiting 
outside Primark in Kingston with a 
friend when a 71 bus pulled up. The 
driver tried to extend the wheel¬ 
chair ramp, but it was blocked by 
the glass bus stop - and, instead 
of moving forward slightly and 
re-extending the ramp, the driver 
slammed the door and drove away, 
with Melody’s friend on board. 

Melody, a Chessington Communi¬ 
ty College student, caught the whole 
shameful event, which happened on 
Friday, on camera. 

She said: “A kind lady tried to 
explain to the driver, but he simply 
shut the doors and drove off with 
my friend on the bus, leaving me 
alone and in the cold. 

“My friend asked the driver to 
wait for me at the next stop, but he 
refused and wouldn’t open the doors 
for her to get off and wait for me.” 

The friend eventually got off at 
Kingston University and walked 
back to meet Melody 

Melody’s mother, Anita, told the 
Surrey Comet: “I think she was in 
shock that it actually happened. 

“I think it was the fact that she 
was left cold and lonely It will stop 
her from ever using buses on her 
own at all.” 

Melody has encountered prob¬ 
lems with access to buses before, 
she added. 


Liz Sayce, chief executive of 
Disability Rights UK, said: “It’s hu¬ 
miliating to leave people stranded 
at bus stops and it is unacceptable 
in 21st century Britain. 

“In the past there were no ramps 
to get on buses at all. Disabled peo¬ 
ple fought long and hard to change 
that. But what use is that if disa¬ 
bled people still can’t get on them?” 

Baroness Tanni Grey-Thomp- 
son, pictured, Paralympian and 
Transport for London (TfL) board 
member, said: “I want the public 


transport system to be accessible 
by all. It’s important cases like this 
are highlighted in order to help 
everyone to understand why disa¬ 
bled people should have the same 
opportunity as everyone else.” 

Ann Macfarlane, a wheelchair 
user and patron of Kingston Cen¬ 
tre for Independent Living, said 
she had had hundreds of prob¬ 
lem-free bus journeys, but added 
that “there’s always the odd one”. 

She said: “It’s freezing cold. I’ve 
sat at the bus stop and been denied 


getting on because it’s full of push¬ 
chairs. 

“It’s really important that Melo¬ 
dy doesn’t give up. That would be a 
shame.” 

This is not the first instance of 
a disabled woman being refused 
entry to a 71 bus. In 2014, another 
Chessington resident was blocked 
from boarding because a driver 
said mothers with buggies took 
precedence in the bus’s shared 
area - which was not true. 

And in the same year, a Kingston 
College student was stuck on a K3 
bus for an hour after its electric 
ramp failed. 

Katie Mason, then 24, said: “I 
know I’m not the only person who 
experiences it. It’s a big problem 
that needs to be highlighted. 

“People get impatient and I get 
embarrassed.” 

Melody posted her video on the 
Facebook group S*** London, and 
received an outpouring of support. 

Tony Akers, TfL’s head of bus 
operations, said: “I am very sorry 
to learn of this passenger’s expe¬ 
rience. We expect the highest of 
standards from bus drivers and in 
this case they were clearly not met. 

“We have spoken to the bus oper¬ 
ator, London United, and they are 
investigating. 

“We take accessibility extreme¬ 
ly seriously. London has the largest 
fully accessible bus network in the 
world, serving the entire Great¬ 
er London area and running to 
key towns over the boundary into 
neighbouring counties. 

“The entire fleet of 8,900 buses 
are low-floor, wheelchair accessi¬ 
ble and are fitted with ramps for 
ease of boarding.” 


CAR DAMAGED: A man who got drunk 
in Kingston town centre and damaged 
a police car has been ordered to carry 
out 40 hours of community service. 
Wimbledon magistrates also ordered 
Mahad Dahir, 32, of Burritt Road, to 
pay £150 compensation on Tuesday, 
February 8. 

DRIVING BAN: A drink-driver caught 
twice over the limit has been banned 
from the road for 22 months. Eun Hyun 
Park, 29, of The Maltings, Beaumont 
Drive, Worcester Park, also admitted 
driving without insurance or a licence 
in New Malden last month. He was 
ordered to pay a total of £577 in fines 
and charges at Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday, February 5. 

TV AWARD: Kingston University stu¬ 
dents won a Royal Television Society 
award.

Studios on February 9. Judges found it

FANCY living on Rebel Rebel Road, 
Heroes Lane or Dancing in the Street 
Street? 

The new owners of the Toby Jug site 
in Tolworth have said they are “con¬ 
sidering what form” a tribute to David 
Bowie should take on the former mu¬ 
sic venue site where the rock singer 
launched his Ziggy Stardust persona in 
1972. 

It has fuelled rumours that the 700 
homes planned for the site will be in 
streets named after the legendary sing¬ 
er’s work. 

European investment firm Meyer 
Bergman bought the site from Tesco 
in September 2015 after the superstore 


chain spent more than a decade at¬ 
tempting to gain planning permission 
for massive redevelopment. 

The company is persevering with 
Tesco’s old plans, which also include a 
doctor’s surgery and nursery, but has 
slightly “tweaked” the proposal submit¬ 
ted last March. 

Representatives for Bergman Homes 
will present plans to Kingston Council 
at a development control committee on 
February 17. 

A Meyer Bergman spokesman said: 
“When we are at a more appropriate 
stage in the process Meyer Homes 
would certainly look to consider what 
form a commemoration could take.”

KINGSTON Polytechnic’s 
first professor and the inven¬ 
tor of a device that detected 
dangerous methane gas in 
coal mines has died aged 93. 

Professor Leonard Lawley 
first started at Kingston Col¬ 
lege of Technology in 1957 as 
the head of the department 
of physics and mathematics 
before becoming the college 
principal in 1964. 

He then became the first 
director of the new Kingston 
Polytechnic in 1969, where he 
stayed until his retirement in 
1982. The 300-seat Lawley lec¬ 
ture theatre at the universi¬ 
ty’s Kingston Hill campus is 
named after him. 

His son, Peter Lawley, said: 
“My father was a founder 
leader of one of the first 
wave of new polytechnics 
which were established in 
the 1970s. At Kingston, the 
new and developing polytech¬ 
nic movement inspired him. I 
remember him spending long 
hours planning the strategy

and building of extensive 
new facilities. He would 
unroll the huge architect’s 
plans for the landmark Pen- 
rhyn Road building. 

“They would be spread 
out across the living room 
carpet as he got down on to 
his hands and knees to pore 
over them for hours. While 
a fierce work ethic informed 
his approach, he also knew 
all his staff and would ‘walk 
the patch’ talking to people, 
always showing an interest 
in their personal and profes¬ 
sional lives and chatting to 
them.” 

In 1941, Professor Lawley 


volunteered to join the RAF, 
where his talents were im¬ 
mediately recognised and he 
was soon made an aircraft ra¬ 
dio communications instruc¬ 
tor. He left the RAF as an of¬ 
ficer in 1946 to complete his 
honours degree in physics 
at Swansea before gaining a 
PhD at Newcastle. It was dur¬ 
ing this time he patented an 
invention that helped detect 
gas leaks in coal mines. 

Prof Lawley leaves behind 
his wife Dorothy. The couple 
met as teenagers in 1938 and 
had three children, Peter, 
Katherine and Susan, five 
grandchildren and two great 
grandchildren. 

Peter Lawley said: “On re¬ 
tirement he was granted the 
honorary title of Professor 
Leonard Lawley in recogni¬ 
tion of his service and life¬ 
long career achievements. 
He was Kingston’s first pro¬ 
fessor. He left the institution 
in a thriving state, ready to 
form the basis of the pres¬ 
ent-day Kingston University 
He followed the fortunes of 
Kingston University with 
enthusiasm and pride as it 
expanded.”

Safety at junction to be looked 
into after lorry crash tragedy

AN URGENT review has been 
launched into the safety of a 
New Malden junction where 
a 14-year-old girl died after 
she was hit by a lorry 

An online petition was 
launched into reviewing 
safety at the junction with 
Coombe Road and Lime 
Grove after Coombe Girls’ 
School pupil Lavna Chuttoo 
was killed on November 17, 
last year. 

The petition, calling on 
Kingston Council to review 
the “effectiveness” of a 
nearby zebra crossing, was 
presented to Maidens and 
Coombe councillors. 

New Malden councillor 
Julie Pickering said: “Obvi¬ 
ously the community were 
really concerned and it puts 
a spotlight on all of that junc¬ 
tion. 

“There are a number of fac¬ 
tors that we are looking at. In 
this instance on this petition 
there’s already work that we 
as councillors have consid¬ 
ered with the traffic officer.” 

Following Lavna’s death 
residents asked whether 
HGVs should be allowed to 
use the narrow residential 
roads for deliveries when 
children are travelling to 
school. 


The petition was started in 
early December, and by the 
time it was presented to coun¬ 
cillors had gathered more 
than 600 signatures, surpass¬ 
ing the 500 needed for a full 
council debate. 

A number of options were 
put forward to improve safety 
at the junction, including im¬ 
proving access from Coombe 
Road into Lime Grove - the 
junction where Lavna was 
killed - because of tight cor¬ 
ners. 

Lead petitioner Jenny Stu¬ 
art, of Rosebery Avenue, New 
Malden, said: “People have 
been concerned for years, I’ve 
walked that crossing twice a 
day for years and now I have 
got children myself. 

“All we have asked for is 
for the council to look at the 
safety and for the experts to 
look at the speeds people are 
travelling at. 

“I’m not a traffic expert, 
I just want to see it as a safe 
place to cross.” 

The petition will be debat¬ 
ed at the next full council 
meeting on Tuesday, March 1. 

Council officers have met 
with petitioners, represent¬ 
atives from Coombe Girls’ 
School, parents and coun¬ 
cillors to discuss possible 
changes to the road, though 
a police investigation in No¬ 
vember found that the layout 
of the junction did not con¬ 
tribute to Lavna’s death. 



council tax rise 


KINGSTON Council has scrapped an al¬ 
most 4 per cent rise in council tax after 
lobbying from councils - including King¬ 
ston - caused a government backtrack on 
funding cuts. 

A 3.99 per cent council tax rise, which 
Kingston Council announced in Janu¬ 
ary, has been reduced to just 1.99 per cent 
due to extra “transitional” cash being set 
aside by the government to help councils 
badly affected by cuts. 

The government announced the grant, 
which will spread £300m among 187 - 
largely Conservative - councils, last Mon¬ 
day. 

Council leader Kevin Davis said: “We 
have made our case loudly to central gov¬ 
ernment and they have listened. This is 
the first time anyone can remember that 
the local government settlement has been 
changed.” 

Kingston Council had claimed it would 
become “one of London’s lowest funded 
boroughs” due to the government’s small¬ 
er grants, with £20m worth of cuts needed 
over the next four years. 

Kingston Council will continue with its 
social care precept, which accounts for 
the 1.99 per cent rise. 

With planned reductions to council tax 
from the Greater London Authority after 
the Olympics precept ended, residents 
will pay 0.51 per cent more than last year.

Survey: Nearly half of council staff are ‘dissatisfied’ 


NEARLY half of Kingston 
Council staff are dissatis¬ 
fied with their jobs, mainly 
because of fears over job se¬ 
curity, a survey has revealed. 

Just 53 percent of staff 
across the council’s 15 de¬ 
partments said they were 
satisfied. However, that over¬ 
all figure has remained con¬ 
stant since 2011, in the face 
of severe budget cuts. 

Conservative councillor 
Rowena Bass said: “We have 
got enormous challenges 
to face and we are making 


changes as painlessly as we 
possibly can.” 

The statistics were pub¬ 
lished this week as part of 
the bi-annual staff survey 
that the council has been 
running in partnership with 
Kingston University since 
2001; 67 per cent of workers 
filled out the survey 

Security of employment 
was the top area of dissatis¬ 
faction with just 31 per cent 
saying they felt their jobs 
were safe. 

A report into the findings 


discussed at yesterday’s 
treasury committee said: 
“The biggest drops have 
come from services directly 
impacted by restructure and 
change. “At a very difficult 
time for local government 
staff, the survey reflects a 
workforce that are highly 
committed to their work 
which is a source of strength 
for us going forward. 

“However, satisfaction lev¬ 
els remain low in relation to 
job security, lack of career 
development and promotion 


opportunities and feelings of 
pressure and stress.” 

The least fulfilled depart¬ 
ment was planning and 
transportation, where just 35 
per cent of respondents re¬ 
ported feeling satisfied, down 
from 44 per cent in 2013. 

Opposition spokesman for 
treasury John Ayles said: “I 
think because of the signif¬ 
icant changes it is not sur¬ 
prising that satisfaction lev¬ 
els are low. I was surprised 
that figures were that good to 
be honest.”

Knife killer shows no emotion as his life sentence is upheld 

Jamil’s murderer has 
his appeal dismissed

THE teenager who murdered 
Hampton student Jamil Palmer 
must serve his life sentence after 
an appeal against his conviction 
was dismissed. 

Mohammed Barre, now aged 
19, stabbed the former Rich¬ 
mond College and Kingston Col¬ 
lege student in Crane Park on 
May 6,2014. He cannot be consid¬ 
ered for parole until at least 2032 
-17 years after he received a life 
sentence at the Old Bailey - after 
the brutal broad daylight attack. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Noel McHugh, of the homicide 
and major crime command in 
Putney, said: “Only now can Ja¬ 
mil Palmer’s family start to try 
and move forward with their 
lives. 

“That day, they lost a son in 
what was supposed to be a pet¬ 
ty squabble - however, Barre 
brought along a knife and Jamil 
never stood a chance. He is a dan¬ 
gerous individual who robbed a 
family of a much-loved son and 
he will now not be released from 
prison until he is 35. 

“For anyone contemplating 


carrying a knife, just look at a 
picture of Jamil and try to un¬ 
derstand the devastation knife 
crime causes for families and 
communities.” 

Barre, of Byron Avenue in 
Hounslow, saw his appeal reject¬ 
ed after his lawyers bid to over¬ 
turn his conviction at the Court 
of Appeal on Wednesday. 

He had fought with Mr Palm¬ 
er, of Belgrade Road, in Browells 
Lane, Feltham, earlier that day 
and was left “humiliated” by a 
Snapchat video which showed 
him unconscious. A “one-on- 
one” fight was organised for that 


afternoon which resulted in Mr 
Palmer’s death. 

Judge Richard Hone QC told 
Barre, who showed no emotion 
in the dock, that he had wanted 
to show Mr Palmer that he was a 
“force to be reckoned with”. 

In a statement, the Palmer 
family said: “What are often 
petty disputes are costing lives 
because some young people are 
resorting to knives. 

“Look at the devastation you 
are causing to the families. Is 
it really worth spending what 
should be the best years of your 
life in prison?”

THE family of murdered Wal¬ 
ton schoolgirl Milly Dowler 
have thanked the public for 
supporting them, as the hor¬ 
rific details of the teen’s rape 
and murder by Levi Bellfield 
were revealed for the first 
time. 

Sally and Bob Dowler, 
along with their daughter 
Gemma, said they believed 
the nation had a right to 
know how sick Bellfield ab¬ 
ducted Milly, after they were 
forced by an ongoing police 
investigation to keep silent. 

Bellfield, a serial sexual 
killer who will likely nev¬ 
er be released from prison, 
admitted abducting, raping 
and murdering the Heath- 
side school student from his 
cell last year, but the news 
only came to light in January 
when a suspected accomplice 
was released without charge. 

The Dowlers said they 
made their statement to high¬ 
light the “true heinousness” 


of Bellfield. According to 
their statement he abducted 
Milly, took her to his flat near 
Walton station and assaulted 
her. He then drove her to his 
mother’s house where he “re¬ 
versed down a long driveway 
and then raped her in broad 
daylight over the boot of his 
car”. 

He then took her to anoth¬ 


er location where he contin¬ 
ued to rape and torture her 
for a number of hours until 
the next day when he finally 
strangled her to death. 

The Dowlers paid tribute 
to their “beautiful daughter 
and sister” in the statement, 
and said: “The pressure this 
has put us under as a family 
has been unimaginable and 


has taken its toll on all of us. 

“We have had to fight every 
step of the way to get this 
far. The general public have 
always played a huge part in 
supporting us, for which we 
are eternally grateful and 
thankful. Now we know the 
final hours of Milly’s life, 
perhaps her soul, at long last, 
can finally rest in peace.” 

In the wake of their daugh¬ 
ter’s death, her family set up 
Milly’s Fund, a charity pro¬ 
moting the personal safety 
of children and young adults, 
which was later handed over 
to The Suzy Lamplugh Trust 
with which they had been 
closely affiliated. 

A Government grant also 
helped fund the charity’s 
Watch Over Me project, a 
five-part series sent to every 
school in the UK encouraging 
personal safety for teenagers 
and children. 

A £1 million payout from 
Rupert Murdoch was donat¬ 
ed by the family across six 
charities, while a memorial 
garden was built at Heath- 
side school in Weybridge for 
students to reflect on Milly’s 
life.

Amateur drama 
group Spring Grove Fringe’s 
performance of Ail Baba at St 
John’s Parish, in Grove Lane, 
was halted just ten minutes 
before the end after a cable 
was seen smoking on Saturday, 
February 6. Firefighters were 
called and quickly fixed the 
malfunctioning equipment. 

GAS WORKS: Traffic disruptions 
are expected for two weeks 
in central Kingston while work 
on the gas supply network is 
done. Pipes in London Road 
outside Asda on the northbound 
carriageway and at the junction 
with Station Road are being re¬

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Museum of Futures to boost entrepreneurship in community 

A retreat for creative 
people to share ideas

SURBITON has firmly 
established itself as a 
place where sharing 
ideas and using commu¬ 
nity space to be creative 
is the norm. 

From Ski Sunday 
to unique festivals, a 
heartfelt quirky stamp 
is firmly on the town, 
which welcomes varied 
explorations of creativ¬ 
ity 

One of the more re¬ 
cent projects aims to 
give a helping hand 
while providing a space 
to work, think up grand 
ideas and support busi¬ 
ness expansion. 

This is the Museum 
of Futures, set up by 
the Community Brain, 
which took over the old 
detective agency shop 
in Brighton Road. 

Director Robin 

Hutchinson said: “We 
are really pleased with 
the way it’s started. 


“We’ve had about 
30 start-up businesses 
and designers and oth¬ 
ers that have used the 
space already, as well 
as a series of lectures 
and public talks, which 
has allowed a lot of 
people to come in and 
understand what it’s all 
about.” 

The museum lets 
people use equipment 
and get creative in 
space they would not 
otherwise have. It was 
launched thanks to a 
£17,000 grant from the 


Mayor of London’s 
high street fund, and 
plenty of elbow grease. 

The latest project is 
the community kitchen 
- a place for businesses 
and others wanting to 
bake and cater in the 
area. 

Simon Tyrrell said: 
“I think it’s so much 
more than just a build¬ 
ing. 

“Obviously we need 
to get it ready for the 
sort of things that 
are going to be taking 
place in it, but what we 


wanted to be very clear 
on was that we didn’t 
want to prescribe what 
the use would be. 

“We wanted to make 
that use quite flexible. 

“It’s drawn from the 
huge pot of talent we 
have locally 

“We hope people 
will be inspired by 
the fact that there is 
somewhere to discuss 
things and take them 
out to the world.” 

Volunteers, pic¬ 
tured, have spent 
weeks installing and 
painting the kitchen. 

Mr Hutchinson said 
the group hopes the 
kitchen will be ready 
by mid-April, in time 
for the Surbiton festi¬ 
val in May. 

He added: “It’s been 
really positive. 

“You never know 
with these things. 
They can always cre¬ 
ate different reactions, 
but generally speaking 
everybody who’s been 
through the door has 
been positive.”

Info needed on Mouat family 


MAY I be permitted to place an 
appeal for information relating 
to the Mouat family who, 
prior to World War II, lived in 
Kingston? 

To the best of my knowledge 
so far, one Archibald James 
Mouat married an Edith Rose 
Furlonger on September 4,1937, 
in Kingston. 

Edith Rose Furlonger was 
born at Kingston towards the 
end of 1913.1 am not sure where 
Archibald James Mouat was 
born, but his date of birth was 
February 5,1911. They had two 
daughters, Sheila C Mouat, and 
Maureen A Mouat, who were 


born in Kingston, about two 
years apart. In the early 1940s 
they moved to William Road, 
Wimbledon. 

AJ Mouat volunteered for air 
crew, joined Bomber Command 
and trained as an air gunner. 

On the air gunnery course 
at Stormy Down, South Wales, 
early in 1944, he met my 
cousin, one Denis Roy Muxlow, 
and together they became 
the gunners in crew 29,462 
Squadron RAAF, stationed at 
RAF Driffield, East Yorkshire. 

Their pilot was Flying Officer 
Gerald Coleman. 

Tragically, the whole crew 


was killed on the evening of 
October 9,1944, crashing in the 
Rhur area of Germany That 
night, they were the crew of 
Halifax bomber MZ400, Z5-J. 

After AJ Mouat’s death, Edith 
Rose re-married one Frederick 
Newdick, and again, to the best 
of my knowledge, she lived to 
be 100 years old. My research 
into my cousin’s time with 462 
Squadron will hopefully lead to 
the dedication of a memorial 
plaque to the crew, in the 
church of the village where 
they crashed and were initially 
buried. They are now all buried 
in the Reichswald Forest war 


cemetery 

My reason for wanting 
to contact any member of 
Archibald James Mouat’s 
family is to inform them of 
this forthcoming memorial 
dedication. 

I am also quite willing to 
share the information I have 
unearthed so far, which in itself 
is a fascinating story. 

Also, any fresh information 
from the family would help to 
complete the story
